SPEED JUSTICE 
JUDGE PLEADS 


Carrington T. Marshall Says 


Speed Is One Means of 


Curbing Lawlessness. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 30 —De- 


claring that Democracy is being 
subjected to a supreme test, Chief 
Justice Carrington T. Marshall of 
the Ohio Supreme cojjrt, today is- 
sued an appeal f or *•%& "common 
pleas judges in Ohio to "speed up 
criminal justice" as a means of 
curbing lawlessness. 
"There is much talk of new laws 


and several penalties for kidnap- 
ing," the chief justice said. "There 
is no need of new laws. The prime 
need is a. rigorous enforcement or 
the laws we have." 
Commenting upon the recent 


Lindbergh baby kidnaping, Chief 
Justice Marshall declared that the 
only difference between this crime 
and other kidnapings "lies in the 
fact that this latest commission of 
the greatest of all crimes touches 
America's first 
citizen and has 


torn the heart strings of all our 
people." 
"Another difference." he 
said, 


"has been in its results. Something 
was needed to stir the people into 
action."

ed Judge Lynn Griffith for 
the 


swift punishment meted out to the 
kidnapers of James De Jute, Niles 
schoolboy, recently. 


-"By swifter justice only may the 


courts be held blameless in this 
period of lawlessness," he said.
